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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed 2/6/09 has been entered. Examiner acknowledges 
claims 3 and 1 8 are cancelled. Newly admitted claim 23 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
13-17 directed to Group II non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 13-17 been 
cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 2, 4-12 and 19-23 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not disclose nor fairly suggest a method of oxidizing a layer which introduces the holding 
device into a heating device; passing an oxidation gas onto the substrate; heating the substrate to 
a process temperature, the layer which is to be oxidized, as the oxidation time continues, being 
oxidized ever further from an edge into the layer stack under the influence of the oxidation gas at 
the process temperature, recording a temperature of the holding device where the process 
temperature during the processing being the temperature of the holding device or recording the 
temperature of the substrate; and controlling the temperature of the substrate to a predetermined 
desired temperature or a predetermined desired temperature curve during the processing (claim 
1) nor interrupting the heating of the substrate at a second process time, where the second 
process time is after the first process time; recording an oxidation width of the layer to be 
oxidized; determining a post-oxidation process time as a function of the recorded oxidation 
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width; reintroducing the holding device into the heating device; reheating the substrate to the 
process temperature; maintaining the reheated substrate at the process temperature for the post- 
oxidation process time; and recording the process temperature during the processing and during 
the post-oxidation by recording a temperature of the holding device (claim 21) and in the context 
of their recited processes along with their depending claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
